The fellowinf is the substance of an 

order recently proinn!;»atcd, and having 
in view the diminution of expense in 
npeirs, Ac (No. 88) dated SIst Jan., 1833^ 
and addresser! to all Captains, Comman- 
ders, and Commanding O&oon of his Ma- 
jesty's Ships and Veisell:^ 

" The rowing-money, the sleeping- 
and the allowancei of provisions

to the shipwrights who are constantly 

sent off from the Dock-yarils to Spithead 
and Plyknouth Sound, and frequently to 
much Morter distances from the other 
yards, to eiamino and make good the do> 
fects of his Majesty's ships nrrivinpr nt 
these ports, amoimt, m the course oi tlio 
year, to so heair\' au expense, lhat» with a 
due regard to the interests of the public, 
the Lords Commissioners of the Admi- 
ralty consider it most desirable the prac- 
tice should be discontinued ; which, they 
arf» of opinion, may be done, not only 
without prejudice but with advantage U» 
his Majesty's service, in more respects 
than the saving ( f expense. To accom- 
plish this desirable end, their Lordships 
direct diat when the defeeu of a shipy on 
her arrival in port, are large, aud really 
reqtiire the assistance of a Dock-yard, she 
shall be towed into imrbour iiy a ts team- 
tug-vessel, to be approfuriated to the ser> 
virp«i f>f the port ; where, on examination, 
she will either be paid off or have her de- 
fteie made good m the basins or at the 
jetties; and thus will the expense of 
rowing and sleeping-money, and provi- 
sions, be saved to the public. 

** But when the defects are not of so 
serious a nature as to require her goin^ 
into harbour, the Captain or Commander 
Is to tnmsmit a list of laeh defects ae 
there may be to the Admiral or other 
Officer commanding at the port ONLY, 
and not to the Dock-yard, with a certifi- 
cate signed l}y himself, /A'- Commmndery the 
Fir$t Lieutenant, and the Carpenter^ stating 
whether such defects &m or cannot be 
made good by the riiip*s artiBcers. 

** When it is cousidered thai the wholo 
squadron on the South American station, 
most of which are required to pass rmmd 
Cape Horn in the course of their three 
years' continuance on that station, Iiavo 
no Dock-yard to resort to, but make good 
their defects by their own crews, or with 
the assistance of the squadron ; and, on 
the contrary, when it is notorious that 
scarcely a single ship, whether new, or 
newly fitted at any of tbe eastern yards, 
on her arrival at Portsmonth or Ply- 
mouth, does not require some defect* to 
be made good at' one or other of tlie 
Dock-yards at thrse ports, and sometimes 
at hota I their Lordships deem it high 
time to put an end to these ezpensive, 
and, in their opinion, unnecessary pro- 
ceeding*. 

" The HttiMTtion of the respective Cap- 
tlkins and commanding Officers of hie 
Majesty's ships and vessels is, ilierefore, 
partiouarly called to these points of tlieir 
dnty ; end the instmetibns contained in 
the said Cii'cular, No. 8B, are, on all 00- 
casions, to be strictly enforced.'

Should it result that 
Parliament was to confer theori^nal j^ants 
for this branch of service, it would be im- 
possible to calculate the extent of the in- 
vidious cavillings and cunvassings which 
would accompany each detail of every case. 
The Honourable Barcniet said the King 
ft equently usihI his power to make these 
grants in nddinj^ to tli« income i f rnrrito- 
hous otiicers whose pay was not sutticient. 
For inrtanee, a Colonel Diraiaa, who, after 
a ser\ ice of many years, became blind, and 
by the regulations was not entitled to receive 
full pay, inasmuch as he had not been 
wounded in action, lately obtained a small 
Majorsbip.

Mr. Hume himself had acted most 
zealously up to this principlc,for he had con- 
tintied to annoy every Ministry he had ever 
come in contact with.

gested that the Pcoehuttalion NSQsd under 
mich bill, declaring any" cotmty to he in a 
state of disturbance, should be signed by a 
certain number of Privy Councillors, in ad- 
dition to the signature of the Lord-Lieute- 
nant. To raise a question on the subject, he 
moved for returns respecting the Privy 
Couneillofs resident in Irehmd. Hb Lota* 
ship observed that he hnd ti c hipjhcst con- 
fidence in the preseut Lord Lieutenaut, but 
he might be mcceeded by a Sir Hotem 
Lowe. 

The Duke of Wellington rose for the 
purpose of defending a most renpectable 
officer inHisMaiesty's service, who had been 
attacked, and who cutild not be present tode- 
fend himself. The Noble Baron had thot^tt 
proper to east an imputation upon Sir Hud* 
son Lowe. The Noble Brvion had said that 
he was perfectly ready to place confidence 
in the Noble Marquis, who was at the iiead 
of tiie Irish Goverament, but tlMt, in order 
to gnard against any ahtiso, some amend- 
ment in the measure was necessary, for that 
he might be cuceecded by some Sir Hudson 
Lowe.

toa Lowtiy as Guvciuor uf St, llulou^, wii* 
througbaut Europe held u^) uk a man of an 
arbitrary character, aud uiiHt to b« in* 
trusted with the cliar|;e he had there. 

Earl Bathunttnid, perhaps by prolonging 
conversation it wa« giving too much 
importanci' to the subject, yet he could not 
nit stiU and hear such ;m accusation as that 
brought forward by th« Noble Lord, without 
ri>in;^ to nfTer a word ui defence of his j;al- 
lant friend. Ue moat distinctly denied the 
truth of the aeeusalion. That gallant officer 
had perforuu'd his duty iu a n»ann» r wliich 
redotunled to his honour, and hia character 
was without a stain. This waa ackiuMw 
iedged by all weU-infotimd pemMM both at 
liume and abroad.

of Commons. Although he was an officer, 
he believed that he should conduct himself 
with as much temper, judgment, aud impar- 
tiality, as the Honourable Hsmbar tarn 
Middlesex himself. Officers who were re- 
ceiving a small pittance of half-pay, the only 
reward of services performed for their couu- 
try, srere as likely to set independently as 
persons who were endeavouring to caxxxi 
popularity by appeahug to the passions of 
the i)eople. 

Mr. Hume s.iiil that the last speaker was 
mistaken if he sii^iposed that be meant to 
calumniate any person. All Membaie of 
that House were huun ir ble men; and 
thouk^h be fontitl Mi nil>ors voting in one 
particular way uix ail ucca^ious, they wore 
still honourable men. He could not sup- 
pose that officers woidd act otherw ise than 
as houoiuablu men, but be knew tliat they 
stood is a diffinent Atuation fVom lumosfif 
in that Housie. ITie King covdd not deprive 
Itim of a commission, but he could an 
uthcer, consequently he was a dependeut 
man. There was on the table of ths House 
a return, which shtfwed that tjpw;*rds of 
1000 officers liad been deprived ut tt^ir 
commissions without being tried by neeurt^ 
martial, and without any reason being as- 
signed for their dismissal.

Captain Berkeley said, that if the Ho- 
nourable Member for Middlesex had not on 
former occasions cast imputations on those 
Meml>ers who were in tlie habit of support 
ing Governaient he mi'^bt bave felt iadlffk 
nation at what had laUen Itum lum wioi 
respect to the ofBoeie of the anny sad nnvy, 
of the latter of whom he was one.

Mr. P. Howard said that sunie instances

•Irictiy mibtaiy. 

Mr. RuebiicK did not think it was a (;()ud 
priocipie to neatrict the choice of the people 
with respect to their rqwesentativea.
